SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  of  Dalton: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  the  following  report  rela- 
tive to  your  schools. 

The  financial  report  for  the  school  year  closing 
last  June  showed  a  cash  balance  of  $476.90  and  an 
amount  of  $24.80  due  the  district,  making  total  assets 
of  $501.70.  Your  notes  outstanding  were  $1000.00. 
The  net  debt  of  the  district  was  $498.30.  This  was  a 
great  advance  over  the  previous  year  when  the  net 
debt  was  reported  as  $2,285.18. 

For  the  present  year  the  budget  revised  in  Octo- 
ber to  meet  school  needs  had  a  total  of  $10,866.57. 
The  estimated  receipts  were  as  follows :  appropri- 
ation $6,200.00,  state  aid  $3,982.76,  dog  licenses  and 
amount  due  district  $100.00,  balance  $476.90,  making 
a  total  of  $10,759.66.  Slight  changes  in  the  budget 
have  been  necessary  and  the  total  now  indicates  a 
saving  of  $100.00  so  that  the  accounts  will  probably 
balance  on  June  30  unless  some  unexpected  expense 
is  incurred. 

The  recommended  budget  for  the  next  school 
year  totals  $10,816.00.      No  settlement  of    state    aid 
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amount  has  been  received  at  this  writing.  If  it  is  as 
much  as  $4,000.00  and  the  dog  licenses  may  be  fig- 
ured at  $100.00,  the  district  appropriation  should  be 
$6,700.00  to  balance  the  accounts  in  June  1945.  This 
is  more  than  the  appropriation  of  last  year  but  slight- 
ly less  than  that  of  two  years  ago.  It  would  provide 
for  the  payment  of  the  notes  leaving  the  school  dis- 
trict out  of  debt. 

Some  work  was  done  last  summer  on  the  heating 
system  at  the  high  school  building,  all  of  the  build- 
ings were  thoroughly  cleaned,  and  some  minor  re- 
pairs were  made.  Since  the  report  of  a  year  ago  one 
new  stove  has  been  purchased  for  the  primary  room 
at  the  No.  1  building.  This  stove  burns  coal  or  coke. 
It  has  improved  the  heating  of  that  building  consid- 
erably. The  purchase  of  a  similar  stove  for  the  other 
room,  the  installation  of  septic  toilets  for  the  Union 
School,  and  any  other  extensive  improvements  in  the 
buildings  will  probably  have  to  be  delayed  for  the 
duration  of  the  war.  The  budget  allowance  of  $150.- 
00  should  be  enough  for  any  repairs  that  will  be 
necessary  next  year. 

Your  schools  have  been  very  fortunate  in  having 
good  teachers  last  year  and  being  able  to  retain  them 
this  year.  Thousands  of  teachers  have  left  the  profes- 
sion for  induction  into  the  armed  services  and  for  em- 
ployment in  war  production  areas.  The  high  school 
has  had  no  teacher  of  woodworking  last  year  or  this 
year.  Miss  Taylor  and  the  cadets  are  teaching  more 
classes  than  the  Teachers  College  prescribes  but  the 
work  is  being  well  done.  The  high  school  has  not 
materially  suffered  because  of  the  unusual  situation. 
It  is  hoped  that  during  the  last  half  of  the  present 
year  an  additional  teacher  will  be  available  for  the 
high  school. 
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During  the  past  year  the  teachers,  with  some 
assistance  from  citizens,  have  conducted  the  registra- 
tion for  the  War  Ration  Book  Two  and  for  War  Ra- 
tion Book  Four.  The  schools  have  collected  scrap 
metal  and  waste  paper.  The  teachers  have  promoted 
the  purchase  of  war  savings  stamps  and  bonds  among 
their  pupils.  They  have  made  good  use  of  the  current 
events  magazines  and  have  tried  to  relate  many  phas- 
es of  the  war  program  to  the  classroom  work.  The 
high  school  has  been  visited  by  army  and  navy  offi- 
cers in  order  that  the  older  pupils  may  receive  full 
information  relative  to  induction.  An  effort  has  been 
made  for  pupils  of  all  ages  to  realize  that  they  have 
duties  to  perform  and  responsibilites  to  assume  in 
the  patriotic  service  of  their  country. 

Mrs.  Spaulding  has  continued  her  good  work  of 
jirevious  years  as  your  school  nurse.  Her  report  for 
last  year  is  as  follows: 

Number  of  pupils  examined  100 

Number  with  defective  vision  26 

Number  of  vision  defects  corrected  21 

Number  with  defective  teeth  77 

Number  of  dental  defects  corrected  39 

Number  diseased  tonsils  17 

Number  tonsil  operations  3 

The  report  also  indicates  there  were  three  cases  of 
scarlet  fever,  twelve  of  measles,  and  eight  of  mumps 
among  pupils  during  the  year. 

This  year  the  schools  have  again  had  cases  of 
scarlet  fever.  You  have  taken  all  posible  precautions 
for  the  elimination  of  this.  The  serum  test  to  deter- 
mine the  presence  of  the  disease  and  the  immunity  of 
the  pupils  to  it  was  given  recently.  Some  pupils 
have  had  inoculations  as  preventive  against  this  dis- 
ease.  In  spite  of  the  fears  of  many  parents,  the  State 
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health  officials  have  advised  keeping  pupils  in  school 
as  the  best  procedure. 

Last  year  you  contracted  with  the  Agricultural 
Marketing  Administration  for  the  distribution  of 
penny  milk.  The  program  is  being  continued  this 
year.  Under  this  plan  the  pupils  get  a  half  pint 
bottle  of  milk  for  one  penny.  The  Federal  Adminis- 
tration pays  the  school  district  two  cents  a  bottle 
and  the  school  district  pays  the  distributor.  The  cost 
to  the  district  will  be  very  small.  E.  A.  Richardson 
has  the  contract  for  this  year.  Surplus  food  products 
distributed  to  schools  by  the  Marketing  Administra- 
tion last  year  are  not  available  this  year.  The  Ad- 
ministration does  have  a  lunch  program  for  schools 
but  it  does  not  seem  practical  for  the  schools  in  Dal- 
ton. 

The  school  statistics  on  the  following  page  arc 
the  same  as  those  in  previous  reports.  The  last 
row  of  figures  marked  "total  number  of  pupils" 
means  the  total  number  of  Dalton  pupils  in  schools 
in  Dalton  and  elsewhere  during  the  year.  This  num- 
ber multiplied  by  two  equals  the  per  capita  tax  for 
the  following  year. 

Again  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  the  splendid  co- 
operation and  help  you  have  given  me  during  my 
association  with  the  Dalton  schools.
